Constantinople, November ‘22.—A __ tele- 
gram received here yesterday says that 
bands of marauding Circassiaiis are plun- 
dering the villages of Missias and Pia, 
near the city of Adana, in Asia Minor, and 
also says that outbreaks have occurred 
in two villages near Angora. It is report- 
ed in Constantinople that ten Albanian 
gvards were executed in the Yildiz palace 
Wednesday evening. 

One hundred and fifty Softas and mem- 
bers of the young Turks party who have 
been active in fomenting disturbances, 
were exported from Constantinople on 
Wednesday. 

The government has issued an order pro- 
hibiting English newspapers of the date 
of November 19th, German papers of No- 
vember 18th and American papers of No- 
vember 18th and 19th from entering the 
country.

GENERAL MUNOZ CAPTURED. 


A Dispatch from Cuba Perches Victory 
on Insurgent Banners. 

New York, November 22.—According to 
informafion received at the Cuban revo- 
lutionists’ headquarters yesterday, anoth- 
er batt} was fought between Spanish 
troops and insurgents on November l4th. 

About 1,500 soldiers were in each army 
and the fight occurred in Manzanilla, in 
the westerm part of Santiago district. 
Major General Gonzales Munos command- 
ed the Spanish troops, while General Radi 
led the revolutionists. It is not known 
how many were killed. The insurgents 
captured General Munoz, who is . himself 
a Cuban by birth, though the commander 
of Spanish troops. The Cubans appear to 
have been victorious, for they got pos- 
session of 500 rifles belonging to the Span- 
iards. 


' STILL ON THE MASSACRE. 


Twenty Villages Burned and Three 
Hundred People Murdered. 


Paris, November 22.—A dispatch to the 
Matin from Constantinople says twenty vil- 
lages northwest of Aleppo have been burn- 
ed and their inhabitants massacred. 

The massacres at Marash, the dispatch 
says, took place in the presence of the 
Turkish governor-general, who did not in- 
terfere to stop them. Upward of three 
hundreds persons were killed. 

The Kurds, according to this di@patch, 
are gathering upon the Euphrates and pre- 
paring to march into Syria for the purpose 
of massacring Christians. 


WILL SEND NO SHIPS. 


The Sultan Does Not Wish To In- 
flame the Mohammedans. 
London, November 22.—The Constantino- 
ple correspondent of The Times telegraphs 
that it is. expected that the sultan will 
emphatically recommend the postponing 
of the sending of ships to Constantinople, 
which, in the present excitement, might 
dangerously inflame the Mohammedan pop- 
ulace.

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OUR GOLD STILL GOES 


Foreigners Called on the Treasury 
for $4,050,000. | 


DOWN DROPS THE RESERVE 


Lazard Freres Ordered Out a Large 
Amount of Gold Yesterday. 


VARIOUS CAUSES ARE ASSIGNED FOR IT 


The Large Import of Foreign Goods 
the Principal Reason—The Re- 
serve Is Rapidly Decreasing. 


Washington, November 22.—The treasury 
department was informed early this morn- 
ing that $5,000,000 in gold had been engaged 
for export to Europe on Saturday. Secre- 
tary Carlisle carried the information to the 
white house when he went over at ll 
o’clock to attend the usual Friday cabinet 
meeting. ’ 

But later this afternoon Assistant Mor- 
gan telegraphed Secretary Carlisle that the 
actual gold withdrawal today was $4,050,000, 
of which $1,000,000 was taken in gold coin 
With the $500,500 
this will make the 
gold exports tomorrow $4,550,000. Lazard 
Freres, who early this morning engaged 
$1,250,000 for export, reduced their ordaer to 
$300,000. With this export the treasury pold 
reserve stands at the close of business to- 
day at $§2,35),000, 

Various causes are assigned by the treas- 
ury officials for the heavy gold exports’ 
xt this time. Chief among them is the 
collapse of the Kaflir mining boom in south 
Africa. 

The eastern troubles have also caused 
weakness in the bourses in Paris, Berlin, 
Frankfort and London, leaving the New 
York market the only financial center 
where stocks and bonds could be sold with- 
out great sacrifice. 

As a result of realization on American 
securities held abroad to make good losses 
sustained in speculation in south Africa, 
zold has to be shipped to meet such sales. 
Other reasons assigned are the small ex- 
ports of cotton and the large import of 
foreign gocds, together with the further 
fact recognized the world over that gold 
is more readily obtained from the treasury 
of the United States than from the treas- 
ury of any other nation. 

Several times within the past few years 
the treasury gold reserve has been at a 
much lower figure than it is now. On 
January 31, 1894, just before the first bond 
issue of $50,000,000, it fell to 365,950,175 and

serve, serding it up to $107,309,000 on March 
10th, it fell on August 10th to $52,499,757. 
Just before the second bond issue was 
made the reserve stood at $59,000,000. From 
the gold received from this second $50,000,- 
000 of bonds the reserve reached on De- 
cember 10th $106,821,428. From this figure it 
fell gradually to $41,293,213 on February 9, 
1885, when the third bond issue, this time 
for $62,400,000, was made. As a result of this 
issue the gold reserve attained on June 
2%th $107,612,000, from which figure it has 
centinued to decline, as the result of with- 
drawals for exp35rts, today’s figures being 
$82,350,000. .Qne effect of the heavy goid 
‘~withdrawa!s at New York this week has 
been: to reduce the gold coin not covered 
by outstanding gold certificates to about 
$27,000,000 and to so seriously deplete the 
stock of guid coin at the New York sub- 
treasury that gold coin from several west- 
ern subtreasurjes and from the United 
States mint at Philadelphia had to be ship- 
ped tO New York to replenish its reduced 
gold stock. 

The treasurer of the United States, Hon. 
D. N. Morgan, in his annual report on the 
operations and condition of the treasury, 
after giving figures as to receipts and ex- 
penditures, which differ very slightly froin 
those already published, say#: 

“Aside from the variations in the total 
stock of gold in the country, 
which are dependent upon the 
democratic production and consump- 
tion, as well as the imports and exports 
of.the metal, the most important change 
now geing on in the composition of the 
money supply arises from the gradual re- 
tirement of the treasury notes of 1590 
through their redemption in silver dvllars. 
By this process, which began in August, 
1893, and kas continued since, the total 
issue of $155,931,002 of these notes was re- 
duced by September 30, 1895, tc $143,666,280."" 


CARLISLE’S SPEECH COMMENDED 


English Papers Pat Him on the Back 
and Praise Cleveland. 
London, November 22.—the ‘Times to- 
morrow will comment on the speech made 
by Secretary Carlisle at the banquet of 
the New York chamber of commerce. The 
speech, it says, was forceful and sagacious. 
It quotes Mr. Carlisle’s words: ‘“‘We must 
have as good money and credit as our ri- 

vals,” and says: 

“Those conditions will not be fulfilled 
while the American party leaders tempo- 
rize with currency quacks and dabble in 
their wasteful and mischievous experi- 
ments. In the interests. of international 
trade we welcome the movement toward a 
better state of things in which President 
Cleveland and his ministers are about to 
invite congress to co-operate.’”’ 


May Have Been Murdered. 

New York, November 22.—Calvert Vaux, 
the famous landscape architect, has been 
missing from his son’s house at Benson- 
hurst-by-the-Sea since Monday afternoon, 
and his description has been sent to the 
police of this city, Brocklyn and Jersey 
City. Mr. Vaux is sound in mind, though 
rather weak physically. He is almost sev- 
enty years old. Since his health has been 
impaired he has been living with his sen, 
C. Bowyer Vaux, at Twentieth avenue, 
near Bath avenue, Bensonhurst. 


Failure Caused by Business Depression 

Baltimore, Md., November 22.—Feter J., 
Henry C. and David E. Winebrenner, trad- 
ing as Winebrenner Bros., oyster and fruit 
packers, made an assignment today for the 
benefit of their creditors. The assets are 
$80,000; liabilities not stated. Inability to 
make collections and an unusual depression 
in their particular line of business caused 
the suspension. 


A Defaulting President Caught. |

EUGENE V. DEBS REACHED WOOD- 
STOCK YESTERDAY, | 


He Was Royally Received and Made 
a Speech on Liberty—A Large 
Crowd Greet Him. 


Chicago, November 23.—Bugene V. Debs, 
for five minutes this afternoon, was literal- | 
ly “in the hands of his friends.” It was 
just after the arrival of the trainload of 
enthusiastic admirers of this great strike 
leader at the little town of Woodstock, 
where he again breathed the air of freedom 
for the first time in half a year. They

marched from the railroad depot to the 
jail and Debs stood upon the steps awaiting 
them. 

There was a preliminary thunder of hur- 
rahs and then the stetfm of bottled-up ad- 
miration broke and there Was a scene which 
has hardly ever been duplicated in the an- 
nals of labor affairs. Without giving hima 
chance to speak the erowd rushed upon 
their hero, dragged himsfrom the steps and 
in a few moments had him high in the air. 
Those who had the good fortune to reach 
him first were allowed the privilege of hold- 
ing him and he was passed from hand to 
hand, while all the while others struggled 
to get near him. A casual spectator might 
have taken the whole scene for dne of the 
mighty battles between rival foo ll teams 
and have imagined that Debs had the ball. 
Meanwhile the crowd kept up a constant 
calling and the band played on, selecting as 
their theme “See, the Conquering Hero 
Comes.” Debs took # all in the good- 
natured spirit in which it was meant and 
when he was put down began a handshaking 
soiree that lasted until the train was nearly 
ready to start. A luncheon had been pro- 
vided for his friends by him, but everybody 


was so busy with congratulations that few | 


had a chance to taste the sandwiches which 
constituted the menu. 

Five thousand peopie Were present at Bat- 
tery D, when the procession escorting Debs 
reached the hall and the meeting was soon 
called to order. Orrin E, Woodbury was 
chairman. He spoke briefly and introduced 
Mr. Henry D. Lioyd, of Chicago, who, in 
the coursé of’ his remarks, said that Mr. 
Debs was today the mogt popular man in 
the United States with the real people, be- 
cause he was the repudiator of government 
by injunction. Mr. Lleyd was followed by 
ex-Governor Waite, who made a character- 
istic speech. Among other things he said 
the decision by the courts in the Debs case 
reduced the American people to slavery. 
The supreme court was composed of tools 
of corporations. “For the last twenty 
years,’ continued the Colorado man, “the 
government of the United States has been 
conducted on the principle of ‘the people 
be damned,’ and the present indications 
were that the people had been ‘pretty well 
damned.’ ”’ 

Tommy Morgan read letters from August 
McGrath, secretary of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor: Justice Coxey, John Swin- 
ton, Rev. Herbert N. Casson, of Lynn, 
Mass.; FP. J. MeGuire, of Philadelphia; 
Samuel Gompers, ex-president of the Fed- 
eration of Labor; ex-Congressman J. B. 
Weaver, of Des Moines; D. O. Flower, of 
Boston, editor of “Arena,” and many oth- 
ers. = 

Mr. Debs was greeted with tremendous 
applause as he made his way to the front 
of the platform. The crowd had hardly al- 
lowed Chairman Woodbury to introduce the 
labor leader before it again broke forth in 
tumultuous cheering which continued for 
some time. " 

As soon as he wad Sbrinitrea to do S804 
Debs delivered a prepared speech, the topic 
of which was “Liberty.” After terming 
the imprisonment of himself and colleagues 
a “flagrant violation of the constitution 
and the total abrogation of law and the 
usurpation of judicial and despotic pow- 
er,’ the speaker proceeded, amid frequent 
and deafening applause from his enthusias- 
tic admirers. 


CELEBRATED DEBS’S RELEASE. 


Large Meeting of Workingmen in Bir- 
mingham. 

Birmingham, Ala., November 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Eugene V. Debs’s release from the 
Woodstock, Illl., jail was celebrated here 
tonight by a mass meeting in the Winnie 
Davis wigwam, under the auspices of the 
sirminghain Trades’ Council. Fifteen 
hundred men and women attended the 
speaking. J. R. McMullen, president of 
the local American Railway Union; H. B. 
Stamps, of the mine workers, and W. H. 
Stanley, of the plasterers, made addresses 
which were loudly applauded. Two bands 
furnished the music. 


Knights of Labor Adjourned. 
Washington, November 22.—The general 
assembly of the Knights of Labor ad- 
journed at 7:30 o’clock this evening to meet 
at Rochester, N. Y., on the first Tuesday 
after the second Monday in November, 


‘896. 


The question of excluding the Japanese 
from this country was laid on the table, 
it being held that such action would not be 
consistent inasmuch as the Knights of 
Labor believed in universal organizations. 
Resclutions were adopted favoring amend- 
ing the constitution so as to take the power 
of appointment from the president. Reso- 
lutions were also passed condemning the 
use of militia in labor troubles and the 
cirgulation of national bank notes and ad- 
vocating the governmental control of high-

MORE BLOOD AND THUNDER. 


Boys Imagined Themselves Bandits, 
Dug a Cave and Two Are Dead. 

Louisville, Ky., November 22.—Six school 
boys were buried by a cave-in of a sand 
bank at Twenty-eighth and Grayson 
streets yesterday, two being dead when 
taken out and two others suffering frac- 
tured bones. 

The dead are Howard Ramage, a son of 
a police officer, and Louis Snow, son of a 
laborer. 

The injured are—William Ramage, leg 
broken; Walter Gambrell, arm fractured; 
Otto Brand end Fred Baker were un- 
harmed. 

The boys, whose ages average about 
twelve years, had been engaged in the 
excavation of a cave in the sand bank, 
there to imagine themselves bandits. They 
had undermined the slope to a considera- 
ble extent and all were at work when 
the sand gave way. 


ARMENIANS STRIKE. 


They Wanted Three Turks Fired from 
a Machine Works. 
Providence, R. I1., November 22.—Seventy- 
five Armenians employed at the Whitin 
Machine works at Whitinsville, struck yes- 
terday because the superintendent refused 
to discharge three Turks who were work- 
ing in company with them, Previous to 
this act the Armenians held a meeting in 
reference to this matter and a deputation 
waited on the superintendent and said that 
inasmuch as the Turks were insolent ene- 
mies of the Armenians they did not think it 
profitable to work in their company.

FLAMES AND DEATH 


Fire Yesterday. 
FOUR OF THEM WERE FIREMEN 


The Damage Is Estimated at Nearly 
Half a Million. 


A YOUNG WOMAN WAS ALSO A VICTIM 


There Were Many Instances of Fine 
Bravery and Several Displays 
of Coolness. 


Chicago, November 22.—A fire, disastrous 
to life and property, swept through the Dry 
Goods and Woolen Exchange building this 
morning. Five firemen, in the active dis- 
charge of their duties and totally unmind- 
ful of danger, were carried through a floor 
and buried tinder tons of wreckage from the 
five floors above. Four of the men lie dead, 
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and accused a man named Buet, while 
other occupants of the building say the 
fire originated in a little room on the third 
floor used in the making of papier mache 
forms. No arrest has been made. Shortly 
after 1 o’clock came the second tragedy 
of the fire. The flames bad been practi- 
cally extinguished and the firemen of En- 
gine Company No. 2 were ordered to the 
fourth floor in the rear to put out any in- 
cipient blaze that might be found, much 
of the contergs in that part of the building 
only being sbaked. Not one of the vet- 
eran firemen, from Chief Swenie down, 
imagined there was any danger from fall- 
ing floors. The unfortunate men had tak- 
en their hose from the fourth to the second 
floor, and fire being found, Captain Feene 
went to the window on the north and was 
in the act of shouting to Peter Hart, the 
driver of the company, to shut off the 
water, when the fatal crash came. 
The Floor Drops In. 

From the top floor came like an ava- 
lanche tons of timber, fireproof tiling, 

merchandise, safes, radiators, ‘fixtures 
from the different offices and a mass of 
other stuff, on their heads, and on all sides 
of the firemen who put duty before safety. 
An immense hole was maue in the rear end 
of the second floor from the roof down, 
great masses of debris hanging on the 
edges of the opening. A cry of horror 
arose from civilians and firemen, mingled 
with the artillery-like roar of the collapse.

Doctors and Scientists Visit a Justice 
Court To Inspect Some Ancient 
Mummified Bodies. 


i | 


Several weeks ago the dime museum on 
Decatur street was levied upon by Bailiff 
Barnes, of Judge Edgar Orr’s court, by 
virtue of ar attachment taken out by Mrs. 
M. A. Hughes against Ed Reedy. Reedy 


[was manager of the museum. 


The several curiosities constituting the 
museum were moved to Judge Orr’s court- 
room after the levy, where they have been 
ever since. They have been viewed by 
many people since they have been at Judge 
Orr’s, as a peep at the museum there is 
free. 

The most interesting part of the museum 
is the mummified body of a giant Indian. 
The Indian must have been at least nine 
feet tall in life. The body, drawn as it 
is, Measures within a few inches of nine 
feet now. It has been pronounced by some 
as in a state of partial petrifaction, but 
at has since been pronounced by high au- 
thorities in osteology as a genuine mum- 
my. The flesh on the huge skeleton is very 
dry, too dfy for petrifactiom, and in some 
places the skeleton is almost bare. The 
mummified body of the Indian is lying in 
a perfectly natural] position. He lies in 
the long green box, prepared for the pur- 
pose, with his long, coarse hair covering 
the pillow as if he were asleep. It is like 
a giant warrior had laid himself down to 
sleep. Even through the rough, dry mus- 
cle-like flesh drawn tightly over the bones 
of his face, there is discernable a fierce 
look of courage, such as might be imagin- 
ed a giant like he would possess. The 
huge frame is well proportioned, consider- 
ing that it is so large. 

The claim account for which the attach- 
ment was taken, not having been settled, 
the property has been legally advertised 
for sale on next Monday at 12 o’clock. The 
curiousities advertised are the giant In- 
dian mummy, a baby mummy and a dou- 
ble-headed calf. 

The baby mummy itself is an interesting 
study. It is an Indian baby in.a mummi- 
fied state tightly incased in a split log with 
an ancient looking hatchet cleaving its 
little bead. It is supposed that the baby 
was murdered, possibly by the big’ giant,” 
and put inside the hollow of a tree, where 
the baby became mummified. 

The advertisement has attracted the at- 
tention of the Smithsonian institution doc- 
tors and professors and that institution 
has sent several osteologists at different 
times to make an expert examination of the 
mummies. First Dr. Priorleau and Profes- 
sor Steele, of the Smithsonian institution, 
came and made an expert examination of 
the bodies represented to be mummies, Af- 
ter a long and careful examination they 
pronouaced them as real mumnified bodies. 
The giant mummy, they said, was 5600 or 
perhaps 1,000 years old. They said its »mnum- 
mified state was due to a peculiar acci- 
dent. The bodies became mummified in a 
peculiarly dry atmosphere, they said. 

Professor Lucas.was the last of the 
Smithsonian institution professors to come 
and examine the mummies. He made an 
expert examination with powerfu: glasses 
and in many other ways and. he also pro- 
nounced the bodies to be in a real mummi- 
fied state, 

The examinations were made -with. the 
intention of purchasing the mummies to 
put in the Nationa? thusenm at Washington, 

Copies of the advertisement of the sale 
were taken by the professors of the Na- 
tional musetz1m and it is expected that 
representatives of the institution at Wash- 
ington will be present at the sale of the 
museum next Monday to bid for it. 

All of the experts who have examined 
the giant mummy, which is nearly nine 
feet in length, think it is a cwriosity fit 
to be placed in the National museum.

A BAILIFP'S MUSEUM] HAVE THEY GONE? 


Reported Smuggling of Eighteen Chinese | 


Women Last Night. 
ATLANTA CHINAMEN EXCITED 


Lum Ling Says That Eighteen or More 
Chinese Women Were Spirited 
Away in Hacks Last Night. 


Atlanta’s Chinese colony was in a state 
of excitement last night over news they re- 
ceived from the exposition grounds. 

It was reported that more than a dozen 
of the Chinese women at the village on the 
Midway had been smuggled out of the ex- 
position grounds and sent away in three 
hacks, 

Lum Ling, a local Chinaman, rushed into 
police headquarters at midnight and 
declared that eighteen or more of 
the women had been smuggled out of the 
Chinese village and spirited away in car- 
riages. He declared that three Chinamen 
placed at the exposition grounds to watch 
the women shad seen them in carriages and 
had followed the latter out Peachtree street 


for some distance. 

Lum Ling called up Chief Wright and 
then Chief Connolly and wanted those 
officers to telegraph cities in the south to 
stop the women and those im charge of 
them. Lum Ling believed that the women 
were being sent away to be smuggled to 
San Francisco and he told his story in an 
excited fashion. 

Chief Connolly informed the Chinaman 
that he could not have the women appre- 
hended without a warrant and declined to 
telegraph to other cities before proceedings 
of some kind ‘had been taken. Lum Ling 
was perplexed and insisted that his story 
was true. He said that the three Chinamen 
who had seen the women in carriages ran 
to the city and reported the matter to the 
local Chinamen. 

Lum Ling declared that he had searched 
the city for Inspector Scharf, of the gov- 
ernment foreign department, but had been 
unable to find him. He then consulted with 
some of the local Chinamen and it was de- 
cided to report the matter to the police im- 
mediately. Lum: Ling is one of the few 
of his race in the city who can speak 
English and he was sent to the station 
house to get the chiefs to telegraph the 
police of other cities and have the women 
arrested and held. , 

The Atlanta Chinamen have kept a close 
watch on the Chinese woman at the expo- 
sition since the show opened. Lum Ling 
sa:d that one or two of the Chinamen 
watched the exposition grounds all the time 
and said that three Chinamen saw the 
women get in carriages outside of the 
grounds last night. He declared that the 
women carried their baggage and that the 
three Chinamen followed the carriages for 
some distance before turning back and run- 
ning to the city and reporting the mat- 
ter. 

He claimed it was the intention of the 
managers of the Chinese show to smuggle 
the women away and sell them as slaves 
in this country and said that the local 
Chinamen were determined to prevent such 
a disposition of the women, and said that 
they would not stop until the women were 
returned to China, in accordance with the 
provisions of the law by which the women 
were admitted to the United States, 

Lum Ling said that he and the. local 
Chinamen would take steps early this 
morning. to have the ‘women apprehended 
if they can be located. He believes that 
three children, two men and a woman 
camé to Atlanta several days ago for the 
purpose of smuggling the girls away. He 
said [that the Chinamen were seen here and 
their presence excited the suspicion of the 
local Chinamen. A watch has been kept on 
the visiting Chinese and Ium Ling said 
that the three had charge of the women 
last night. 

Lum Ling says that the female Chinese 
is a large woman and wants the women 
_ for an improper purpose. He claims that 
the woman lives in San Francisco and has 
charge of a lot of Chinese girls in that 
city. 

An effort was made to verify or disprove 
the statement of Lum Ling this morning, 
Positive information could not.be secured 
but the exposition police were investigating 
the matter. Officers visted the Chinese 
village on the Midway at 1 o’clock tkbkis 
morning and were told that there was no 
truth fn the report. 

Lum Ling declared that there should be 
thirty-four women at the village and he 
said that those at the village would main- 
tain that none of the women had left, but 
he knew that his story was true. He said 
that the local Chinamen would take out 
warrants this morning and ascertain if 
any of the women were missing from ¢4he 
village. 


BOOKER WASHINGTON SPEAKS. 


He Made an Interesting and Sensible 


Speech Before New Yorkers. 

New York, November 22.—Booker T. 
Washington, the eloguent colored man of 
Tuskegee, Ala., delivered am address in the 
interests of the Tuskegee Industrial in- 
stitute before a large audience at the 
Broadway tabernacle yesterday evening. 
His address was frequently interrupted by 
hearty applause. Joseph H. Choate pre- 
sided. 

Booker Washington eaid in part: “At 
Tuskegee we are trying to do away with 
the idea that labor is degrading. Far too 
often education has raised the standard of 
life for the negro and has maturally in- 
creased his wants without showing him any 
way to satisfy these new wants. The masses 
of the colored people in the south work. 
and work hard, but often their earnings 
go to pay exorbitant rates of iterest on 
mortgages. The race is improving but the 
work is slow. 

“Two hundred and fifty years of slavery 
have deprived my race of a great part of 
their will power and of that executive abili- 
ty which is the glory of the Saxon race. 

“We started at the top of the Iedder 
when we should have begun at the bottom. 
Wihen we were spending our time and ener- 
gies trying to get into congress we should 
neorenat — perfecting ourselves in the culti- 
va of truck patches and in 
farms. When the blacks seaek hee 
what the white man wants the two races 
will come together on a business basis and 
friendship will result.”

Venable Bros. claimed that they had 
made a contract with the county commis- 
sioners and that the money had been ad- 
vanced for freight charges. The matter 
went into the hands of Messrs. Waldo & 
Welch and they reported that there was 
an overdraft of about $13,000. County At- 
torney Rosser reported that there was no 
contract as far as the books of the county 
showed. Hopkins & Son, Colonel W. 8. 
Thomson and Colonel A. H. Cox were at- 
torneys for Messrs. Venable and with them 
County Attorney Rosser conferred in: an 
endeavor to settle the matter. No agree- 
ment could be reached. 

The county commissioners were notified 
that such was the case and the attorneys 
of Messrs. Venable met Thursday night 
with the public works committee of the 
county commission. 

The result was that the overdraft was ad- 
mitted by Venable Bros. and that the 
county is to accept for it stone on the 
various railroad tracks at 32 cents a yard, 
all stone left over to be the property of 
Venable Bros.

STORY OF THEIR AWFUL CRIME 
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Florence English and Mandy Cody Kill 
Cicero Cody So That They Could 
Continue Illicit Relations. 


Warrenton, Ga., November 22.—(Special.) 
A few minutes past 12 o’clock Florence 
English and Mandy Cody were hanged. As 
had been previously announced, the ar- 
rangements were complete, both their necks 
being broken. 

On the scaffold they claimed to have 
been heppy, confident they were sure tu 
reach heaven. As they stood upon the 
trap and as the rope and black cap were 
being adjusted, they both sang: “We'll 
soon walk the streets of heaven.” In the 
midst of this song they were hurled into 
eternity to answer the horrible crime they 
comn._itted. 

Both were neatly and nicely dressed, due 
to the efforts of Warren's efficient sheriff, 
Joe H. Robinson, who took also every 
precaution to see that no hitch occurred, 
the rope and trap being so nicely oiled 
that the movement was clock-like. 

The woman, Mandy Cody, hung thirteen 
minutes, and the man, Florence English, 


seventeen minutes, when they were pro- ’ 


mncunced dead by Dr. W. W. Pilcher, Dr. 
E. G. Scruggs and Dr. J. W. Pilcher. 

The hanging was private, but the crowd 
outside the jail numbered at least 2,000, 
drawn here from morbid curiosity. 

Story of the Crime. 

On the 13th day of last May the negro 
man, Florence English, and the woman, 
Mandy Cody, cruelly beat to death Cicero 
Cody with a rock in the hands of English 
and an ax in the hands of Mandy, who was 
Cicero’s wife. After thus cruelly murder- 
ing him—it is supposed while He was 
sleeping—they carried the body to a swamp 
near by, dug out a grave and most care- 
fully buried him, and to effectually hide 
the grave thus made they placed the grass 
and undergrowth over the spot, and had 
it not have been told by them it would 
doubtless always have been secure. 

The motive for the crime was to get en- 
tirely rid of Cicero, the negro, Florence 
E:‘nglish, being intimate with Mandy, who 
was Cicero’s wife. 

Three weeks passed before it was dis- 
covered that Cicero Cody had been Killed, 
but it leaked out by Fiorence telling his 
mother, who, to the surprise of all, told it 
to the white people living near. An investi- 
gation was made and Florence made a 
clean breast of the whole affair, but. claim- 
ed it was in self-defense. Both have told 
many conflicting tales heretofore. They 
were tried and found guilty at the last 
October term of Warren superior court 
and they today paid the penalty. 

The negro boy has all along been brazen 
and seemed to feel but little concern for 
the crime. The negro woman seemed peni- 
tent, but as is usually the case, she and 
the negro man claimed to be ready to die. 

This is the first woman ever hanged in 
Warren county. The scaffold is the same 
one used in 1890 for the execution of Bob 
Hill, the negro tramp who murdered a 
voung merchant of Camak, Ga., Mr. Alex 
Rogers.

Balaam Hancock, Who Attempted As- 
sault Upon a Young Lady, Hanged.

Savannah, Ga., November 22.—A Morning 
News especial frcm Warrenton, Ga., suys 
that people coming in from Gibson, in 
Glascock county, today report the lynching 
of a negro named Balaam Hancock last 
night by a mob of enraged citizens for an 
attempted assault on Miss Bessie Shelton, 
a white girl seventeen years of age. The 
young lady and her little sister had gone 
out hunting hickory nuts one mile from 
their home. They were met by the black 
brute, who attempted to assault the oider 
girl, but the screams of the younger sister 
frightened him and he disappeared in the 
woods. He was captured in Jefferson 
county and taken before the young ladies, 
who identified him fully. He was carried 
to jail by the sherit and fast night the 
mob broke open the jail and lynched him 
near the scene of the crime.

IS PRESENTED WITH A BABY 


While Waiting for the Train in Atlan- 
ta’s Depot a Woman Leaves a Child 
with Her and Never Returns. 


Columbus, Ga., November 22.—(Special.)—’ 
Of the hundreds of Columbus people who 
have attended the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition, the visit of Mrs. Geor- 
gia Hammond, a highly respected lady of 
this city, who returned home from Atlanta 
today, was without a doubt the most 
eventful one. Almost every visitor that 
has been to the exposition from this place 
brought back with them some kind of a 
souvenir of Atlanta and her great show. 
When Mrs. Hammond arrived this morning 
she brought with her a most novel souve- 
nir of the trip—a living, walking. talking 
memento, an infant about a year and a 
half old. She did not obtain the souvenir 
in the usual crder, but it was half-way 
forced into her possession, unwillingly re- 
ceived and, for humanity’s sake only, 


brought home. 

The child is a bright little girl and its 
adopted mother has become very much at- 
tached to it. The little one fell into the 
hands of Mrs. Hammond in this way: 
While waiting in the union depot at Atlan- 
ta for the departure of the Columbus train 
yesterday afternoon, a lady dressed in 
black, with a heavy veil over her face, 
walked hurriedly by into the waiting room 
with the infant in her arms. The un- 
known woman requested Mrs. Hammond 
to take care of the child until she could 
go to the ticket office and have her ticket 
signed. 

Thinking the woman would return in a 
few moments Mrs. Hammond consented. 
Several minutes elapsed and the unknown 
woman failed to return, and as the time 
for the departure of her train was growing 
near Mrs. Hammond set to work to find 
the supposed mother of her charge. In 
vain Mrs. Hammond searched among the 
crowds for the woman. The train for 
Columbus pulled out, leaving Mrs. Ham- 
mond among the surging throngs. Mrs.

through them wefe. first crystallized into 
government, 

“Would that evéry American boy before 
maturity might be led to the scenes of 
our early national life. Would that he 
might be led to the coasts of old Vir- 
ginia, and there among the monuments 
erected to devotion, courage and patriot- 
ism imbibe the spirit of the colonial cav- 
aliers; then to the coast of Massachusetts 
and under the shadow of Bunker Hill 
absorb the spirit of the colonial puritan.

ments are being made to transport fully 
1,500 people to Atlanta on Maryland day, 
which will be December 6th. 

The following list of dignitaries will in- 
dicate how Baltimore appreciates the im- 
portance of being creditably represented at 
the exposition. 

Among the visitors will be Hon. Frank 
Brown, governor of Maryland, and staff; 
General Stewart Brown, commander of 
Maryland state militia, besides the Fifth 
Maryland regiment, also several battalions 
of the Fourth regiment, comprising fully 
1,000 soldiers, with full military band and 
drum corps and staff officers. The Fifth 
regiment veteran corps, which comprises 
many ofthe most prominent citizens of 
Baltimore, Hon. Loyd Lowndes, governor- 
elect of Maryinnd; Hon. Alcaeus Hooper, 
mayor of the city; Hon. F. C. Latrobe, ex- 
mayor; his eminence; CardinaY Gibbons, 
the head of the Catholie church in this 
country; also Hon. George N. Wellington, 
John P. Poe, attorney general of.the state; 
Hion. John K. Cowan, attoraey for the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railrocd: ex-Governor Wil- 
liam Pinkney White, ex-Congressman Isi- 
dore Raynor, Rt. Rev. Bishop Paret, bishop 
of Maryland: H. M. Wharton, one of the 
most prominent ‘Baptist clergymen in the 
country; Rev. Dr. W. U. Markland and

Besides the Merchants’ and Manufact- 
urers’ Association, which expects to send 4 
very large representation of Baltimore 
bankers, merchants of all kinds, manu- 
facturers and capitalists will be largely 
represented.

Its first colonel was 
James R. Herbert, who commanded the 
Second. Maryland Infantry, C. S. A., and 
who was desperately wounded at Gettys- 
burg, where one company of his regiment 
went into the charge of Culp’s Hill with 
fcur officers and ninety men, and one lieu- 
tcnant led back sixteen men at the close. 

The regiment from the beginning took 
rank as a first-class one for discipline, drill 
and character, and has maintained that 
standing since, being well known both in 
the north and in the south. 

Among its other colonels have been 
Zollinger and Symington, both gallant con- 
federate officers, and its present colonel 
is Frank Markoe, who was at the first 
battle of Manassas, was aid to General 8S. 
D. Lee at Atlanta and afterwarés aid to 
General John B. Gordon and surrendered 
with him at Appomattox. General Gordon 
said of him: 

“The confederate army had in its service 
no more faithful or devoted soldier.”

A Very Low Railroad Rate to Aflanta 
and Return. 

Baltimore, November 22.—(Special.)}—From 
present indications Maryland day at the 
exposition will be a corker. 

“Two solid trains of Pullmagp cars will 
take the Baltimore excursion to Atlanta 
on December 4th,’’ said Captain J. Frank 
Supplee this evening after a meeting of 
the committee of fifty, R. M. Sutt chair- 
man, at the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association rooms. ‘‘We have just closed 
a gontract,” said Captain Supplee, who 
heads the committee of arrangements, 
“with the Seaboard Air-Line to take our 
party to Atlanta and return by rail for $10 
each, The military will go part of the way 
by boat, but will be taken from Ports- 
mouth, Va., to Atlanta and return for $5. 
The agreement has just been signed by 
Mr. Joseph A. Parke, general agent of 
the company. The soldiers will go to Ports- 
mouth and return on the steamer Colum- 
bia, which has been loaned to the com- 
mittee by President Mayer, of the’ Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad, and perhaps the 
Jane Mosely, for a second boat, will be 
needed to assist in carrying the large num- 
ber of troops.” 

The committee succeeded in getting the 
cheapest railroad rate ever offered in this 
country for a round trip of 1,600 miles. 
New ‘Xxork’s rate was $26; Baltimore’s is

For generations they had been inflamed 
with the love of liberty, and when they 
came to this country and found it nec- 
essary to resent taxation without rep- 
resentation they knew the character of 
the government they proposed to estab- 
lish and were prepared to frame a per- 
fect edifice. 

No matter what kind of governments 
the Latin republics of South America 
have framed, they can say with the 
man in the play—“A poor thing, sir, 
but mine own.” Of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican possessions only Cuba has failed 
to overcome the armaments that Spain 
has sent against her, but for years her 
people have been struggling against the 
oppressive rule of the Spanish govern- 
ment. If the grievances of the patriots 
of that island were simply taxation 
without representation it might be ex- 
cusable in the tory element of this 
country fo protest against the recogni- 
tion of Cuba’s belligerent rights. There 
was in this country quite a number of 


trading, bartering and time-serving peo- | 


ple who protested against the grounds 
on which the colonies went to war with 
Great Britain and it might be reason- 
able for the modern tories to scoff at 
Cuban pretensions to liberty on such 
grounds. 

But the case is far different. The 
Cuban revolutionists have for years 
been made the victims of the most 
odious forms of oppression. Their 
leaders have been murdered in cold 
blood, their sympathizers have been 
thrown into: prison and millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of property has been con- 
fiseated. In short, unspeakable barbari- 
ties have been committed to the end 
that the spark of liberty glowing in the 
bosoms of the patriots might be quench- 
ed with their own blood. 

To put.an end to these barbarities and 
to place themselves on a level with 
other nations that have struck a blow 
against their oppressors, the people of 
Cuba ask that the liberty-loving people 
of the United States recognize their 
rights as belligerents in order that Spain 
shall be compelled to treat those whom 
her soldiers shall capture as prisoners 
of war. 

That is all: that is the whole of it,

We referred to this matter yesterday 
but we make no excuse for returning to 
the subject today. It is our hope that 
this auspicious event will be imitated in 
other sections of the state. There is 
no part of Georgia where the farmers 
cannot make their'own hay by merely 
taking the trouble to cut and cure it. 
Providence has planted it in the soil 
and all that the farmer has to do is 
to clear the early weeds of summer 
away. and his hay crop will spring to 
life in green luxuriance. 
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Southern Farm Lands. 
The Southern States Magazine talks 
to northern farmers in the following 
pointed and business-like way: 


Ts not an acre of land in the south that 
will produce in a year more revenue than 
an acre in Iowa, Ohio and New York worth 
intrinsically as much? And yet, while land 
in the last named and other northern states 
is held at $30 to $100 an acre, land in the 
south, capable of yielding more money in a 
year, can be had for from §$2 to $10 an acre. 
The price is low because there are millions 
of acres more than the present population 
can cultivate. As the population increases 
through immigration prices will rise. Prices 
are now much higher than formérly in some 
localities. Can the northern farmer afford 
to go on cultivating high priced land that 
will never increase in value, when for a 
tenth to a fourth of the value of his farm 
he could get another in the south on which 
he could make more money and live in 
more comfort and which would be getting 
more valuable every year? 


The south is attracting a good class 
of immigrants and a steady rise in real 
estate is an absolute certainty. The 
northerners who come here now and in- 
vest in city and town lots and farming 
lands will make more money in a few 
years by the natural increase in val- 
ues than they can hope to make in their 
own section. 

This inducement alone, tosay nothing 
of the other advantages, should draw 
millions of settlers to this part of the 
country:

The 
fakirs and peddlers should not be al- 
lowed to monopolize the space, leaving 
the public to squeeze around them or 
be crowded off the sidewalks into the 
streets. It is a nuisance which should 
be abated.

A Temperate People. 

Those of us who are oid enough to 
remember the conditions which prevail- 
ed here two or three decades ago will 
agree with The Memphis Commercial- 
Appeal that intemperance is declining in 
this country and especially in the south. 

More whisky, wine and beer may be 
manufactured and sold than in former 
years, but as a rule there is less drunk- 
enness than was ever before known 
among business men, wage-workers and 
farmers. In some cities, like Atlanta 
for instance, one may walk the streets 
all day and rarely ever meet a man 
who is under the influence of liquor. 
‘What is the cause of this change? 
Some will say that it is due to legal 
restraints and others will say that it 
is caused by the work of the temper- 
ance societies and the prohibitionists. 
Our Memphis contemporary does not 
take this view. It says: 

It will be found that in nearly all the 
smaller towns where whisky is still sold by 
the drink ag freely as ever that drunkenness 
is cn the decline; that the class of people to 
be found about the saloons is not the same 
as ten years ago; that it is no longer con- 
sidered a thing without reproach for young 
men to be known as frequenters of grog- 
shops, and that, in short, a healthier and 
more robust moral sentiment, so far as this 
question is concerned, pervades nearly every 
community. We hope and believe that our 
active workers in the cause of temperance 
have done much to bring this about, but 
we suspect that the temperance societies, 
while they have done much to rescue indi- 
viduals or to hold them away from tempta- 
tion, have had a minor part in the quiet 
revolution that has been going_on on this 
question. The character and organization 
of modern business frowns upon the inter- 
perate use of strong drink. The sentiment 
has been steadily growing and strengthen- 
ing that the man who doesn’t drink is a 
safer man in any branch or department of 
trade, commerce and industry than the man 
who does. The sober man is more likely 
to find employment, and the man who is 
seen avout saloons is marked and suspected, 
even if he be ordinarily sober. There are 
various employments in which drinking can- 
not be tolerated at all. The locomotive en- 
gineer, the switchman, the train dispatcher, 
street railway conductors and numbers of 
ofiers that we might mention must neces- 
sarily keep their brains clear and their 
nerves steady. Civilization is simply out- 
growine intemperance. 

In the main, this is a correct view 
of the situation. Here in the south we 
are a busy people, hustling for a living, 
and the average citizen has found out 
that it does not pay to indulge too much 
in drink. The drinking man loses work, 
loses time, loses money, loses credit and 
loses friends. He may have a natural 
appetite for liquor, but the necessity of 
the case forces him to keep sober. 

It is a fact that selfishness, greed and 
the natural desire to live comfortably 
are powerful factors of moral reform. 
Men like to do as their neighbors do, 
and when they see those @round them 
working soberly and‘industriously and 
saving money they imitate their exam- 
ple. They feel that they cannot afford 
to fall into a habit which will throw 
them out of employment and prevent 
them from getting ahead in the world. 

Undoubtedly, the Americans are grow- 
ing more temperate every year—not be- 
cause they have been regenerated 
through religious and moral influences, 
but because their civilization makes so- 
briety a necessity.

He was guarded there for a 
while, but as he gradually grew worse it 
Was decided to remove him to the main 
section of the building, which was done. 

For the last few days Waters has been 
under strong guards and but for the fact 
that he has constantly been overpowered 
would have dome much harm, He raves 
and struggles and shows a dangerous 
gleam in hig wild eyes. He is an unusually 
strong man and it requires not less than 
four men to hold him down. At times six 
men have found it aifficult to overpower 
the crazy man, and he has torn up his bed 
clothing and his own garments. "3 

Everything possible is being done for the 
man, but his condition appears to be de- 
clining rather than improving. Those at 
the jail have been unable to quiet him and 
the man grows more desperate each day. 
is undoubtedly a fit subject for the 
asylum, and unless his condition takes a 
turn for the better very soon it is probable 
that sOdme steps will be taken to have him 
removed to the asylum. His mind is se- 
riously impaired and those who have work- 
ed with him think that he is a permanent 
lunatic. 

Waters is about forty years old, He is a 
typical mountaineer, and has a_ hard, 
weatuerworn countenance. His clothing 
bears the signs of contact with the rough 
life in the mountains, His face indicated 
a ruddy health until he began to lose his 
mind. He is now wild-eyed and has chang- 
ed to a desperaté looking specimen of man- 
hood. 

Much sympethy is felt for the mountain- 
eer by his Gompanions in jail, and they 
have done what they could to take care of 


his condition and some steps may be taken 
by them goon.

A Reply to the Official and Friendly 
Invitation Advanced by Mayor 
Porter King. 


Mayor King is now fattening a dozen 
large young gobblers for the butcher and 
cook on Thanksgiving day. 

And on that day Mayor Horne and the 
members of the general council of Macon, 
with city hall officers of that eity, will 
gather around a table beautifully and 
artistically decorated with flowers. and 
shrubs, on which will be served the mayor’s 
turkeys, 


A letter from Mayor Horne declares 
that he and his council will be here. That 
letter from Mayor Horne was not given 
the mail within a Stamped envelope, but 
Was sent by the city clerk of Macon, who 
made a personal delivery of the papers, 
along with which was a series of resolu- 
tions adopted by the general council of 
Macon. s 

Mayor King’s letter to Mayor Horne, 
along with which went a copy of Mr. 
Haralson’s resolution reciting the fact that 
Atlanta’s mayor and general council had 
no oognizance of the presence of Mayor 
Horne and the members of the general 
council in Atlanta until the day after they 
had gone home with the resolution of Mr. 
Harmon appointing a committee of five, 
with Mayor King as chairman, to invite 
Macon’s legislative and executive body to 
become the guests of Atlanta again on 
Thanksgiving day, went away from At- 
lanta Tuesday morning. 

That afternoon Mayor Horne opened the 
envelope containing the papers, and s0 
thorough and complete was the explana- 
tion of the presumed slight by Atlanta’s 
council and mayor, that Mayor Horne is- 
sued a call for a special session of the 
general council of that city. 

At the meeting of that body the papers 
were formally presented. A reading of 
the Haralson resolution, with a certified 
report by City Clerk Phillips, and the 
resolution by Mr. Harmon appointing the 
special committee of five, with Mayor King 
as chairman, to invite Mayor Horne and 
his legislative body to be the guests of 
Atlanta on Thanksgiving day, were read 
by Mr. Bridges Smith, city clerk of Ma- 
con. If any doubt existed in the minds 
of the members of that body as to the 
fact that Atlanta did not slight Macon’s 
mayor and council when they came on At- 
lanta day that doubt was removed by the 
reading of those papers. 

Mayor Horne in a brief, pleasant talk 
indicated that he had no idea that a slight 
or reflection upon the official body was 
intended, and expressed a desire that the 
invitation should be accepted and that all 
of the papers shculd be engrossed upon 
the books of the general council and be 
made a part of the archives of the Central 
City...

Jurist and Attorney Disagree and Say 
Many Things 


JUDGE CLARK’S DECISION 


Judge Van Epps Makes a Statement 


and Colonel Glenn has Something 
To Say About It. 


Judge Howard Van Epps, of the city 
court, denies that he has any intention to 
interfere with the criminal superior court 
by holding attorneys in his court when 
the attorneys happen to be engaged in 
cases pending in both courts. He made a 
statement yesterday about the episode in 
Judze Clark’s court Thursday referring to 


the remarks attributed to Judge Clark. 

Judge Clark is reported to have criticised 
Judge Van Epps for declining to postpone 
a civil case in his court in order that Col- 
onel W. C. Glenn might appear in the su- 
perior court in a murder case. The latter 
was the case of John Carroll, who is repre- 
sented by Colonel Glenn, 

It seems that an issue of fact has arisen 
in the matter. Judge Van Epps read a writ- 
ten statement when he opened court yester- 
day morning, in which he takes occasion 
to say that he had not refused to check or 
continue a case in order that the superior 
court might go on with a criminal case. 

Colonel Glenn takes the position that 
Judge Van Epps was cognizant of the 
status of the Carroll case and that the 
court was asked to allow the civil case to 
go over in order that he might appear for 
nis client, Carroll, in the superior court. 

Judge Van Epps’s Statement. 

Judge Van kpps’s swiemeat was as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘My learned and venerable brother of the 
trial bench in the superior court, Judge 
tichard H. Clark, is laboring under a mis- 
apprehension as to the attitude of this 
court on a question of comity. This court 
has not refused to check or continue a case 
in order that the superior court might go 


on with a criminal case. 
“The facts are as follows: Last Friday 


at the regular call of the docket for the 
assignment of cases the case of Eliot ver- 
sus the city was set for Wednesday. When 
the ease was reached Wednesday morning 
and sounded, both parties announced ready, 
a jury was stricken and the trial begun. 
‘“‘All day Wednesday the court was en- 
gaged in taking the evidence on behalf of 
the plaintiff, and it was not finished when 
the court took a recess to Thursday morn- 
ing. No hint or suggestion was made by 
any of the counsel for the plaintiff of a 
desire to have the case checked or continued 
because Mr. Glenn was engaged before 
Judge Clark, or had a criminal case before 


him. If such a motion had beén made be- 
fore the trial was enter on the court 
might have allowed it. On the contrary, 
the plaintiff’s attorneys pressed the case to 
trial and have been doing so all along. 

“It is possible that my genial brother of 
the superior bench hfs not used all of the 
harsh language attributed to him, but what- 
ever he may have said in the way of 
criticism falls upon an innocent and un- 
offending head. 

“T understand the criminal case before 
Judge Clark was set for Thursday. This 
court took up its case Wednesday morning. 
The rule which I have always recognized 
as to giving the superior court precedence 
for its criminal cases does not in strictness 
apply where this court is caught with an 
unfinished cese on the day when the g6u- 
perior court reaches a criminal case,’’ 

What Colonel Glenn Said. 

Colonel Glenn says that he was in the 
criminal superior couft when the Eliot 
civil case was called in Judge Van Epps’s 
court. He secured a postponement of the 
Carroll case from Wednesday until Thurs- 
day and shortly afterwards learned that 
Judge Van Epps had called the Elliott case. 

“T heard that the 40iliott case had been 
called before Judge Van Epps,” said Col- 
onel Glenn yesterday, “and I went there 
immediately. I fownd that no evidence had 
be2n heard, the jury simply having been 
stricken, those not on the case being dis- 
missed for the week. Mr. Hooper Alexan- 
der informed the court that the Carroll 
case had been set for the next day by Judge 
Clark and Judge Van Epps was asked to 
allow the Elliott case to go over, I being 
retained in both cases. 

“Mr. Alexander had stated to the court 
that Dr. Roy, an important witness for the 
plaintiff, was sick and the court was re- 
quested to allow the witness to testify 
when he could come in court. Judge Van 
Epps had not made a ruling on the request 
when the Carroll case was brought to ha 
attention. He declined to allow the Wlliott 
case to go over and nothing could be done 
but proceed with the case. Thursday morn- 
ing when the Carroll case was called I ex- 
plained the matter to Judge Clark and he 
consented to allow the Carroll murder case 
to go over. 

“The statement of Judge Van Epps that 
he was not informed of the status of the 
Carroll case is incorrect in point of fact.

Marion Houser Fell in One and Was 
Seriously Injared. 


HE WANTS $25,000 DAMAGES 


Claims That the East Atlanta Land 
Company Left a Dangerous Chute 
at the Equitable. 


Marion 8. Houser filed a suit for $25,000 
damages against the East Atlanta Land 


Company yesterday morning. 

The suit for damages ie based on person- 
al injuries recived by the plaintiff last May 
by falling in a coal chute in the sidewalk 
in front of the Equitable building. Houser 
alleges that he was dangerously and per- 
manently injured and claims that the 
amount stated is due him by the defen- 
dants. 

Houser alleges that the Hast Atlanta 
Land Company owns the Equitable build- 
ing and that the company was responsi- 
ble for the coal chute being left in 4 
dangerous condition. He holds the company 
guilty of negligence and caYelessness and 
sets up the claim that it should reimburse 
him for his permanent injuries and great 
pain and expense caused by the accident. 

The accident occurred on the 2th of 
last May. It seems that Houser was walk- 
ing along the sidewalk and stepped on an 
iron cap over the coal chute. The cap was 
not placed securely over the hole and one 
side of it gave way, precipitating Houser 
to the sidewalk. His leg afd body got 
caught in the hole and Houser was unable 
to extricate himself. The iron cap slid 
partly from over the hole, allowing suffi- 
clent space for Houser’s legs and body to 
sink down well into the hole, his clothing 
finally catching and holding him securely 
in the place until he was rescued by pass- 
ersby. 

Houser alleges that by reason of the ac- 
cident he was maimed and badly injured. 
He claims that one of his legs was per- 
manently sprained and injured, necessi- 
tating his using crutches until this day 
and badly crippling him in his walk. He 
says that his limbs were scarred and 
bruised and that he was greatly injured in 
many ways by falling in the hole. He 
says that he was laid up several weeks in 
the care of physicians, and in addition to 
being put to heavy expense, he suffered 
agonizing and excruciating pain day and 
night. 

Houser claims that at the time of the 
accident he had good health and had good 
prospects, neither of which he now pos- 
sesses. He claims that he was receiving 
a remunerative salary in the insurance 
business and had other resources. By rea- 
son of the accident he lost his position and 
by reason of the injuries received:in the 
fall he will be unable to pursue his former 
vocation or do anything requiring work. 

Suit for Railroad Stock. 

Thornton N. Motley filed a suit in the 
superior court yesterday morning against 
the Southern Railroad Company for the 
recovery of $10,000 worth of stock of the 
old Georgia Pacific railway. The suit was 
filed by Mr. Burton Smith for Motley. 

The suit grew out of the transfer of 
the Georgia Pacific railway to the South- 
ern railway some time ago. Motley alleges 
that he held $10,000 worth of stock in the 
Georgia Pacific railway, for which he is 
entitled to a showing of stock in the 
Southern railway equal to that amount.

Senator Mercer Believes They Should Be 
Sent to the Penitentiary. 


A LONG HOUSE DISCUSSION | 


Over a Bill To Change the Present Sys- 
tem of Jury Verdicts. 


THE DAY'S WORK IN BOTH HOUSES 


The Fleming Supreme Court Bill—A 
Few New House Bills—Some Bills 
Passed by Both Houses.’

The bill of Senator Mercer, making the 
charging of interest beyond 15 per cent a 
felony was perhaps the most sensational 
of the new bills introduced at yesterday's 


session of the legislature. 

Of special local interest was Mr. Broyles’s 
bill, to amend the city charter by pro- 
viding for the election of an additional 
police commissioner. This is aimed at the 
present deadlock situation in the police 
board. . It provides for an election by the 
new council that comes in next January. 

The Supreme Court Bill. 

Mr. Flemine’s bill, providing for an in- 
crease of three supreme court judges and 
their election by the people, will come to 
the house under an adverse report, but 
the minority report, which is favorable 
to the bill, will bear the signatures of 
eighteen members of the judiciary commit- 
tee, while the majority report had but 
eleven votes. 

The’ rock upon which the members of 
the committee have split is not as to the 
advisability and need for increasing the 
court, but as to the way the judges should 
be chosen, 

The bill wag first considered by a sub- 
committee of the general judiciary com- 
mittee. Four of the five members of the 
subcommittee voted to report the bill fa- 
vorably as it was drawn by Mr. Fleming, 
to put the election of the supreme court 
judges in the hands of the people. The 
general jidiciary committee, then by a 
majority of two, voted to sustain the de- 
cision of the sub-committee. About this 
time, however, other members of the com- 
mittee arrived and the decision was re- 
considered. This time by a vote of eleven 
to nine, the bill was so amended as to vest 
the elcction of the judges in the legislature. 
In this shape it was reported back to the 
house yesterday. A minority report was 
submitted to leave the bill as it originally 
stood and let the people elect the judges. 
This so-called minority report is really a 
majority report, for since the decision by 
the committee other names have been add- 
ed so that the minority report is signed 
by eighteen members. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that in the 
heat of the controversy over the secondary 
question of the method of choosing these 
additional judges, the prime need of the 
increase will not be lost sight of. The 
members ought to get together on some 
one proposition-and furnish to the court 
the relief it needs so badly. 

Not Ready Yet. 

The bill providing that the constitution 
bé amended so as to require a two-thirds 
or three-fourths vote of a jury instead of 
& unanimous vote, was discussed at length 
in the house, but failed of passage. 


A LONG DISCUSSION 


Over a Bill Bearing Upon an Important 
Matter. 

Almost all of yesterday’s session of the 
house was taken up with the bill by Mr. 
files, of Houston, to alter and amend ar- 
ticle 6, section 18, paragraph 1, of the con- 
stitution of 1877, by adding thereto the fol- 
lowing clause: ‘“‘And the general assembly 
may prescribe that the verdict of the trial 
or traverse jury in any cause and in any 
court of judiciary shall be rendered by a 
majority, consisting of not less than two- 
thirds of the jury empaneled to try said 
cause.”’ 

Mr. Giles worked hard-for the bill, but to 
no dvail. He made a strong speech in favor 
of a two-thirds vote of a jury deciding 
in favor of the measure and brought out 
some strong points sustaining his position. 

Drawbacks to the Present System. 

Mr. Giles stated that unanimous verdicts 
were required in no civilized countries €x- 
cept England and in some parts of the 
United States. Several states in the union 
allow a majority of the jury to find ver- 
dicts in civil cases. He mentioned Colorado, 
Nevada, Washington and Téxas as being 
among these. He quoted from Judge 
Cooley’s view of the unanimous verdict 
that ‘“‘it is repellent to all experience of hu- 
man conduct, passion and understanding 
and could hardly in any case be introduced 
into practice by a deliberate act of any 
legislature.’’ He also quoted from Justice 
Miller, who says: “I am of the opinion 
that the system of trial by jury would be 
much more valuable, much shorn of many 
of its evils and much more entitled to the 
confidence of the public as well as the 
legal and judicial minds of the country if 
some number less than the whole should be 
authorized to render a verdict.’’ Not only 
these, but a great many other legal minds 
of this country and of Europe take the 
same position. 

“The absurdity of the claims of the op- 
position,’’ said Mr. Giles, “that the truth 
can be arrived at by the requirement of 
unanimity is too apparent to be argued. 
The gravest questions in this country— 
legislative, judicial, political, ecclesiastical.,. 
tne 
conclusions of a majority deliberating on 
the same: The impeachment of high officers 
for high crimes and. misdemeanors, with the 
attendant results of disgrace and infamy 
and disfranchisement, are settled by a ma- 
jority of the body trying the same. Even 
in our country real and personal property 
involving large mounts are decided by the 
majority of the commissioners or partition- 
ers. Arbitrators settle as grave questions 
as juries ever settle by a majority of the 
jury of award. If justice is demanded a 
majority is more apt to arrive at the truth 
than the whole body. If the appeal is for 
mercy the same rule is applicable. The re- 
quirement of unanimity defeats the very 
object of jury trials, which is to arrive at 
the truth of the case. Mistrtals result, in- 
volving expense and- delay. One corrupt 
man may defeat justice. It is easier to 
corrupt one or two men or more than to 
corrupt the entire body. It is as hard to 
corrupt eight men as it is to corrupt twelve 
men in the pamnel.”’ 

Mr. Giles pointed out that juries even now 
do not make unanimous verdicts in a large 
majority of cases. The verdicts are the re- 
sult of compromise or agreement in-which 
important rights are given away by the ma- 
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being compelled to yield to the minority.. 
| the Bill. 

Mr. Branch, of Columb.a, spoke against 
tlie dill. He did not betieve in giving the 
legislature the power that the people re- 
served to themselves when the constitution 
was made. He did not believe, if the bill 
was passed, that the people would ratify it. 

Mr. Johngon,’ of Hall, also spoke very 
strongly against the measure. He stated 
that no divided jury could make a verdict. 
He said that often there was one sensible 
man out of the twelve who, by his intelli- 
gence and experience, could control the 
eleven. He did not think the bill was a 
just one and that it was illegal and in direct 
opposition to the constitution. 

Mr. Hodges, of Bibb, chairman of the 
committee that made the minority report, 
next spoke against the bill. He said that 
it was an innovation fraught with danger 
to the life and liberty of every citizen in 
this state. “It is*an attack upon one of 
the oldest institutions known to the Anglo- 
Saxon race. This was considered of such 
importance that the framers of the constitu- 
tion of the United States placed it in the 
bill of rights.” He said that when a jury 
of twelve men returned a verdict it was 
in nine cases out of ten the right verdict, 
and in the records of the supreme court ho 
ane could find where the, verdict was re- 
versed on account of the jury. It was al- 
Ways on account of the errors made by 
the judge. He stated that there were no 
figures or facts to prove the argument that 
mistrials were so numerous that reform 
called for this imnovation. In the county of 
Bibb there had only been four mistrials in 
four years. Mr. Hodges quoted from the 
report of the American Bar Association and 
several other authorities in support of his 
position. 


Believed It Should Pass. 

Mr. Rockwell, of Chatham, made a very 
strong argument in favor of the bill. He 
stated that there had been a hue and cry 
in the state of Georgia from the time that 
he could remember against lawyers corrupt- 
ing the juries. If there is a wrong verdict it 
is said to be the fault of the lawyers—that 
the lawyers are responsible for men getting 
off when they are really guilty of murder. 
Put this obligation upon the jury, and if 
yeu will allow a certain majority of the 
jury to make a verdict there will be no 
further complaint. A lawyer may be suc- 
cessful in corrupting one or two men of 
the jury, but he could never corrupt five or 
six of the jury. Mr. Rockwell stated that 
there were several states in ths union 
that have the verdict by three-fourths of 
the jury and that they were satisfied with it. 
He thought the bill ought to pass and it 
was a good bill. 

Mr. Pittman. of Troup, also made a very 
strong argument in favor of the measure. 
He pointed out that it would save the tax- 
payers, who have to pay the expenses of 
running the courts, a great deal of money. 
He cited a case in his county where six 
days were consumed, at a cost of $150 a 
day, in trying a case, and because there 
were one or two who set their mind against 
the rest of the jury, the case resulted ina 
mistrial. It had cost $1,350 to try that one 
case and no judgment was reached and no 
settlement made in the matter. The people 
are the ohes who are being taxed to pay 
these bills. Arbitrators decide cases with- 
out unanimity, courts do it, two out of the 
three supreme court judges decide cases. 

Got Only Twenty-Five Votes. 

Mr. Giles again spoke for his bill. He 
said that, although there was a great deal 
of opposition to it and that it might be 
defeated, yet he hoped that he had started 
the reform in the right direction, and the 
seed that he had sown would spring up and 
bear fruit in the future. 

The vote was taken and stood, ayes 25, 
noes 97. The bill was lost. 

A bill to amend the charter of the city of 
Cartersville was passed.

AFTER THE USUREBS. 


Senator Mercer Introduces a Sensation- 
al Measure. 

Senator Mercer is after the usurers. He 

introduced a red-hot bill yesterday, the ef- 

fect of which will be to make what might 


be termed extreme usury a felony. His bill 
provides that “any person or persons, or 
any president, cashier or other officer of 
any corporation who shall charge a greater 
rate of interest for the use of money than 18 
per cent per annum shall be held and deem- 
ed guilty of a felony and upon conviction 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for a term not less than one 
nor more than five years.”’ 

“The object of the bill is very plain,”’ 
said the senator yesterday in explaining 
its provisions. “We all know that there 
are a class of money lenders whose meth- 
ods may be called nothing less than high- 
way robbery. It is to get at these peopie 
that my bill is introduced. The stories 
which I have heard of the 
charges made upon the poor people for 
money are well nigh incredible. but they 
are stories which I have every reason to 
believe are true. When the time comes to 
teil these I will show the senators and 
representatives of some of the methods 
which are being employed by these money 
sharks. ] talked with some of the bankers 
before I introduced the bill and they said 
they were perfectly satisfied to get 8 per 
cent for their money. Some of them sug- 
gested that 12 per cent would be perhans 
the proper figure for me to allow in this 
bill, but I wanted to make it as liberal as 
there could be any excuse for. Certainly 
an imterest of 1 and l%% per cent a month 
is enough for any man’s money. It has 
been urged that forfeiting the principal and 
interest would be sufficient punishment. 
But everybody knows that would not pre- 
vent such charges. What I am after is to 
make it a crime, and when that is done I 
believe the charging of this usury will 


cease.”’ 
A Political Tilt. 


The first political tilt of the session in 
the senate came up over the resolution to 
pay the recently seated representative from 
Douglas, Hon. Columbus Blair, the amount 
he would have received if he had received 
his seat to which the house has declared 
that he was entitled to. Senators McGregor 
arid Sneed made speeches against the propo- 
sition and all of the populists voted against 
it, but the democrats voted solidly in favor 
of the bill. The vote was 27 to 5, and the 
resolution was adopted. 

Among the bills the senate passed was 
one by Mr. Dodson, providing that tales 
jurors be paid the same per diem as 
traverse jurors. 

Senator McGarrity introduced a bill pro- 
viding for a tax upon the amount of 
money a man has invested in life insur- 


ance.

Mr. Moody's Sermon at the Tabernacle 
Last ight 


STORY OF THE BLIND BEGGAR 


And Joseph of Aramathea—Mr. Moody 
Will Preach ‘Sunday Afternoon 
and Night. 


There will be no services at the taberna- 
cle this afterrpoon and tonight. This is 
Mr. Moody’s rest day. He will preach, 
however, tomorrow afternoon at 3 o’clock 
and again tomorrow evening at 7:30 o’clock. 
iis subject last night was “Confessing 
Christ.”" It was based on the stories of 
the blind beggar and Joseph of Arimathea, 


Mr. Moody said: 


“There are many persons who think of 
becoming disciples of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, but who, nevertheless, never be- 
come so. They turn away, and the reason 
is that it costs them too much. Many peo- 
ple would be willing to serve Christ if it 
did not cost them anything. The cry of 
the world now is for a religion without 
Christ in it. Christ would have millions 
more of disciples if it were not for tue 
cross. But no man can be His disciple 
unless he denies himself, takes up Lis 
cross daily and folows Him. A man may 
profess to be a Christian—that is one thing; 
but to be a disciple is quite another. A 
disciple is a follower and a learner, One 
who is willing to sit at Christ’s feet, learn 
of Him and follow Him. I want to call at- 
tention to two extraordinary men. They 
were both living in the city of Jerusaiem 
at the time that Christ was on earth. One 
of them has come down through history 
nameless. The name of the other is given. 
One was a beggar and the other was one 
of the rich men of Jerusalem. One was a 
wealthy prince, and the other was not 
only a beggar, but blind from his birth. 
Yet in the gospel of John there is more 
space given to this blind beggar than to 
any other character. The reason why 80 
much has been recorded of this man is 
because he took his stand for Jesus Christ. 
It may be said that the, beggar had not 
much to give up; but he may have had 
as much pride as a millionaire. It is a 
false idea that all pride is confined to the 
upper classes. You will find it in the lanes 
and alleys; you will find it in little, dirty, 
barefooted children who will get a string 
of shavings, put it round their necks, and 
strut down the street as if they were wear- 
ing golden beads. Pride is born and grows 
in the human heart. You do not plant it 
there; it grows there ot itself. There is 
as much pride among the poor as among 
the rich; and that is one reason why more 
of them do not come to the Lord Jesus 
Christ; they do not like to be laughed at, 
scoffed at, sneered at, gnd ridiculed. It 
ecsts them too much, } 

“Of all the blind men who were healed 
while Christ was on earth, no two were 
healed in exactly the same way. God does 
not generally repeat Himself. There are 
thousands of people who keep away from 
Christ because they are looking for the 
experience of some dear friend or relative; 
but they cannot judge of their conversion 
by the experience of others. They have 
heard some one tell how he was converted 
twenty years ago, and they expect to be 
converted in the same way; but persons 
should never count upon having an experi- 
ence precisely similar to that of some oOlie 
else of whom they have heard or read, 
They must go right to the Lord Himself, 
and do what He tells them to do. If He 
says, ‘Go to the pool of Siloam and wash,” 
then they must go. If he says, ‘Come just 
as you are,’ and promises to give sight, 
then they must come, and let Him do His 
own work in His own way, just as this 
blind man did. 

“Now, if he had been like a good many 
at the present time I am afraid he would 
have remained silent. He would have s.ia; 
‘Well, now I have got my sight and 
will keep still about it. It is not necessary 
for®me to confess it. Why should I say 
arything? There is a good deal of opposi- 
tion to this man Jesus Christ, and there are 
a great many bitter things said in Jerusa- 
lem against Him, and He has a great 
many enemies. I think there will be 
trouble if I talk about Him; so I will say 
ncthing.’ Some said, “This is He;’ others 
said, ‘He is like Him.’ But He said, ‘I 
am He.’ He not only got his eyes opened, 
but, thank God, he got his mouth opened, 
too. Surely the nfiext thing after we get 
our eyes opened ts for us to open our lips 
and begin to testify for Him. 

“He told a straightforward story, just 
what the Lord had done for Him. That 
is all. That is what a witness ought to do 
—tell what he knows, not what he does not 
know. He did not try to make a long 
speech. It is not the most flippant and 
fluent witness who has the most influence 
with a jury. . 

“This man’s testimony is what I call ‘ex- 
perience.’ One of the greatest hindrances 
to the progress of the gospel today is that 
the narration of the experience of § the 
church is not encouraged. There are a 
great many men and women who come into 
the church and we never hear anything 
of their experience, nor the Lord’s dealings 
with them. If we could it would be a 
great help to others. It would stimulate 
oe and encourage the more feeble of the 

ock. 

“It is a very sad thing that so many 
of God's children are dumb, yet it is true. 
Parents think it a great calamity to have 
their children born dumb; they would mourn 
over it and weep, and well they might; but 
did you ever think of the many dumb chil- 
drén God has? The churches are full of 
them; they never speak for Christ: They 
can talk about politics, art and science; 
they can speak well enough and fast enough 
about the fashions of the day, but they 
have no voice for the Son of God. 

“Dear friend, if he is your Savior, then 
eonfess him, All the followers of Jesus 
shouid bear testimony for him. How many 
opportunities each one has in gociety and 
in business to speak a word for Jesus 
Christ! How many 6 Ate gg oceur 
daily wherein every Christian might be 
‘instant in season and out of season’ in 
pleading for Jesus! In so doing we receive 
blessing for ourselves, and also become a 
means of blessing to others. 

‘Blessed act! Doubtless he upbraided 
himself for not having been more bold in 
his defense of Christ when he was tried, 
and before he was condemned to be cruci- 
fied. The scripture says he was an honora- 
ble man, and honorable councillor, a rich 
man; and yet we have only the record of 
that one thing—the one act of begging the 
body of Jesus. But what he did for the 
Son of God, out of pure love for Him, will 
livé forever; that one act rises up above 
everything else that Joseph of Arimathea 
ever did. He might have given large sums 
of money to different institutions, he might 
have been very good to the poor, he might 
have been very kind to the needy in various 
ways; but that one act for Jesus Christ, on 
that memorable, that dark afternoon, was 
one of the noblest acts that man ever per- 
formed. 

“Whatever ft costs wus, 
Christians and take a firm stand. 
like the dust in the balance in comparison 
to what God has in store for us. fe can 
efford to suffer with him a little while if 
we are going to reign with him forever; we 
ean afford to take up the cross and follow 
him, to be despised and rejected by the 
world, wich such a bright prospect in view.

Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, November 22.—(Special.)—Liv- 
erpool sent a very encouraging report to- 
day, and our market opened about 10 points 
higher, but when January was reached on 
the call, there was a pressure to sell, and 
about 4 points of the advance was lost. 
After a day of nervous fluctuations, in 
which January sold down to 8.23 after 
having barely touched 8.35 on the call, the 
market closed steady with 825 bid for 
January. Cotton may have further slumps, 
but the outlook today seems decidedly 
more encouraging for higher prices, he 
movement continues exceedingly lght—so 
light that there is no longer any doubt 
that the leading bear operator has revers- 
ed his position, and is buying cotton on 
declines.

- New York, November 22.—Small receipts 
at the port and the interior towns, an 
active and rising Liverpool market, a 
strong tone in Manchester, an excellent 
spot demand at the south and considerable 
covering of shorts here, as well as more 
or less buying for long account, caused an 
improvement of 10 to il points in the New 
York market this morning. The dry goods 
trade is more active, and the export busi- 
ness in raw cotton is expected to be lurge 
for the rest of the month. New England 
is believed to.be buying more freely, as 
well as Europe. Later on, however, the | 
rise here was lost, and a net decline of 1 
point took place owing to heavy sales to 
realize.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


More of Weakness Than Strength to 
Wheat Trading. 


Chicago, November 22.—W heat values sank 
still lower today. The opening quotations 
were about the lowest and the closing ones 
about the highest of the session, but fluc- 
tuations were contined to narrow limits and 
there was more of a weakness than of 
strength to the trading. The opening was 
attended with signs that the decline of 
yesterday had left a feeling of depression 
in the minds of traders. Further liquida- 
tions of long wheat were expected, and it 
was this apprehension which tended to hold 
the market down all through the day. De- 
cember wheat opened at 56c, sold between

The tone at that time was 
firm, more especially for the current month 
of November.

Wheat having hardened before 
the close corn also firmed and the last 
prices were the same as the first, the entire 
range not being a full quarter-cent. May 
corn opened at 29\%c, sold between 29 and 
29%@29\%c, closing at the opening price—a 
shade higher than yesterday. Cash corn 
was \c lower. 

Oats—This market was still without es- 
sential change. Trading was very light, 
and prices held steady. Orders were few 
and unimportant. The traders found the 
majority of their time unoccupied. May 
oats closed unchanged.

Provisions—Although the hog market was 
lower, and although wheat was weak, pro- 
visions presente@ a fairly steady tone 
throughout the day and even made a slight 
gain as a result of the day’s trading. There 
was not much pressure to sell owing to the 
ruling low standard of values, while a good 
many people feel inclined to buy in the 
belief that their chances of losing are now 
at a minimum.

COLORED Y. M. C. A.’5 


Southern Association Holding a Con- 
vention in This City. 

The conference of Colored Young Memn’s 
Christian Associations. of several states 
met at the First Congregational church on 
Houston street and Carlton avenue yester- 
day morning to hold several sessions.

Joseph Rheinstrom Was Taken to 
) New York Yesterday. 


HE (S WANTED IN THAT STATE 


Case Against Him Here Goes Over by 
an Arrangement Made in Court 
Yesterday Morning. 


Joseph Rheinstrom, the erstwhile Atlanta 
insurance man, is being taken to Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., to answer a*charge of 
forgery pending against him there. He es- 
caped from the meshes of the Atlanta 
courts by making an arrangement with his 
prosecutors in court yesterday morning. 

Rheinstrom left for Binghamton yes- 
terday afternoon in charge of two men au- 
thorized to carry him. They came to At- 
lanta over a week ago after Rheinstrom, 
and after.much hard work succeeded in 
getting possession of the alleged high-roll- 
ing insurance man yesterday morning. 

He is wanted in Binghamton on a se 
rious charge, and the two gentlemen from 
that city spent a large sum of money be- 
fore they secured possession of the insur- 
ance man, he being held here and wanted 
by several of his crediturs. He skipped a 
bond in Binghamton, it is said, and du- 
plicated the high-rolling time he is said to 
have had here and in Nashville several 
weeks ago. 

It seems that by the arrangement made 
yesterday Rheinstrom got himself into a 
trap set for him. He was allowed to sign 
his own bond in the case pending against 
him here and should the prosecution in 
Binghamton fail he will be ‘brought back 
to Atlanta and again put in the courts. 
It is said he confidently expects to escape 
punishment in Binghamton, and decided 
that the best thing to do was to agree to 
go back there to get out of his troubie 
here. 

The Rheinstrom case has been an inter- 
esting one from the first. The develop- 
ments-in it have been rather racy, and 
by reason of his former prominence in He- 
brew circles much interest nas been mani- 
fested in his case. He was arrested in Los 
Angeles, Cal, several] weeks ago, it will 
be remembered, on a warrant, sworn out 
by Mr. Harry Silverman. He was charged 
with larceny after trust, in that he made 
away with a fine $250 diamond ring be- 
longing to Mr. Silverman, After remaining 
in jail several weeks in Los Angeles he 
was brought back to Atlanta and lodged 
in jail Several days ago his case was call- 
ed in court, but by some reason it was al- 
lowed to go over for a short time, it is 
said, on account of the negotiations pend- 
ing to get possession of him instituted by 
the New York men. 

Loaned Him a Ring. 

It seems that Mr. Silverman claimed that 
he loaned the ring in question to Rhein- 
strom some time last spring. The insur- 
ance man had an office here at that time 
and wes doing an excellent business. He 
stcod hich in Hebrew circles, and, it is 
said, was living a high life Some time 
ago Mr. Silverman demanded the ring from 
Rheinstrom, but failed to secured its re- 
turn. Shortly afterwards Rheinstrom lett 
Atlanta and went to Nashville, where he 
had a brief but decidedly interesting ca- 
reer. He put up at one of the finest hotels 
uere, and in compayy with a woman, said 
to be his wife, spent money lavishly and 
cut quite a dash in Nashville’s swell so- 
ciety, according to. the reports from there. 
He finally left, owing a sum of money on 
worthless checks he had succeeded in get- 
ting cashed at his hotel 

Rkeinstrom Had a Good Time. 

In the meantime Mr. Silverman heard of 
Rheinstrom’s career in Atlanta and Nash- 
ville, and he decided to locate the man 
and bring him back to Atlanta, if possible. 
Rheinstrom was finally located in Los 
Angeles and brought back to Atlanta on 
the charge stated. When Rheinstrom was 
lodged in the Atlanta jail ais prosecutors 
set about to secure the necessary evidence 
in the case. It seems that it was neces- 
sary for Mr. Silverman to prove that 
Rheinstrom had sold or disposed of his ring 
in order to prove the charge of larceny 
after trust. When the case came to trial 
it was discovered that two pawn tickets 
in Rheinstrom’s possession when brought 
back here were missing. The tickets had 
been turned over to Chief Connolly with 
Rheinstrom’s other papers. His prosecutors 
expected to show by the tickets where a 
certain ring had been pawned, but when 
the tickets were asked for they could not 
be found. 

Signed His Own Bond Here. 

Chief Connolly said that the tickets 
were last seen in a package of papers in 
his possession, but a search failed to lo- 
cate them. It is said that the prosecution 
was unable to establish where Rheinstrom 
had pawned a ring, and the case was 
about to be dismissed when the New York 
parties stepped in and asked that the in- 
suranee man be held on some pretext until 
they could secure papers from Birfgham- 
ton to take him back there. The case was 
stopped where it was, and Rheinstrom 
was sent back to jai He remained there 
until yesterday morning, the New York 
parties having arranged matters in the 
meantime. 

It seems that the arrangement made 
was to allow Rheinstrom to sign his own 
bond here and let the case stand against 
him. The Binghamton parties claimed 
to have a conclusive case against him for 
forgery, and Mr. Silverman consented to 
allow the matter to take that course, the 
Binghamton people agreeing to pay all 
costs of the case in Atlanta in order to 
get possession the man, Rheinstrom 
imagined that he would have no difficulty 
in Binghamton, and he finally agreed to 
go back without requisition papers, doing 
so on the advice of his attorneys, Glenn & 
Rountree. The final arrangement of the 
matter was consummated in court before 
Judge Clark yesterday morning, the court 
consenting to let the case stand over and 
accepting Rheinstrom’s own bond. 

The Lost Pawn Tickets. 

Mr. Silverman says that he simply gave 
way to the New York parties because 
they seemed to have a very strong case 
against him, one much stronger and more 
serious than the one in Atlanta. Mr. Sil- 
verman believes that RHheinstrom is a 
notorious crook, and that he should be se- 
verely punished. And he had sympathy 
for Rheinstrom’s wife, finally agreeing to 
let the case take the course indicated for 
those reasons. He denies that the Bing-

lost ring, but admits that they paid the 
court costs. 

Chief Connolly says that the lost pawn 
tickets were not important to the case. 

He said that neither ticket called for a 
diamond ring, and that while he regrets 
that they were misplaced, still the tickets 
could have been no account in the case. 
Mr. Silverman declined ta discuss. that 
part of the case. 

Didn’t Like Our Jail 

Rheinstrom’s career in jail was out of the 
usual order, He raised great opposition to 
his treatment there, and, it is said; was 
partly persuaded to agree to go back to 
New York in order to get out of jail. He 
said that the jail was a disgraceful, dirty 
place, and that he was stuck in a cell with 
murderers, Several days ago it was found 
necessary to chain him in his cell, so re 
bellous did he become. It seems that he 
got angry with one of the jailers and made 
some threats. The jailer hustled the insur- 
ance man off to a dark cell and chained 
him to the floor. 

The New York men here after Rhein- 
strom were Frank Wier and Mr. Short, 
an attorney for Mr. Wier. Weir is a bonds- 
man of Rheinstrom’s in Binghamton, 
and he defrayed the expenses of carrying 
the insurance man back. The two came 
here last week. They had papers authoriz- 
ing them to carry Rheinstrom to Bing- 
hamton, and left with him under arrest 
as stated. They said while here that Rhein- 
hamton. They charged the insurance 
man with obtaining money on worthless 
strom cut a most notorious dash in Bing- 
checks and of other conduct contrary té 
the standard of exvellence. 

Rheinstrom’s Nashville creditors are still 
after him. Chief Connolly received a tele- 
gram a day or two ago asking if Rhein- 
strom could be secured on requisition pa- 
pers. Should the Binghampton case fail, 
Nashville and Atlanta will put in a claim 
for him, so it seems that the insurance 
man will have a long gantlet to run,

the crooks. Several detectives are station- 
ed among the crowds day and night, but 
unless by accident they happen to see a 
pickpocket with his hand in a man’s cloth- 
ing they are unable to make an arrest. In 
the crowded waiting room and narrow pas- 
sage way to the gates the thieves mix 
and cannot be seen in their work. 

In the crush the victims do not detect 
their loss until they have boarded their 
trains, when it is too late to do anything. 
Many of the victims have discovered the 


loss of valuables after reaching their homes 
in other places and have written letters to 
the Atlanta police describing the lost valu- 
ables. 

Another class of victims are those who 
have said nothing of being victimized. 
Rather than appear in the light of being 
a victim of pickpockets many have not re- 
ported their loss. The officers know of many 
instances of the kind from other sources. 
The crowds about the depot recently have 
made the place a safe one. for the work 
of thieves. And that the city is full of 
erooks and pickpockets there is no question. 
The “lost’’ books at police headquarters are 
covered with descriptions of stolen valua- 
bles of all kinds. 

It seems that more detectives and police- 
men are needed about the depot. As things 
are now it is unsafe for a man or woman 
to walk through the crowds without keep- 
ing a grasp on what valnables he or she 
may carry. The officers admit that this con- 
dition of things exists. The smallness of 


the waiting rooms and passageways makes 
it impossible for the crowds to go in and | 
and the 
officers are unable to watch the hands of | 
the thieves as they ply their work. 
Chief of Detectives Wright was asked" 
about the matter last night.. He said that 
it was true that much crooked work was 
being done about the carshed. He claimed 
that his men were doing all possible to 
protect the city’s visitors, but found that 
they could not do effective work in the 
big crowds. 
“The waiting rooms and passage ways 
are always packed and jammed,” said 
Chief Wright, “and despite the watch kept 
on the people by my men many robberies 
have taken place. The crooks mix and jos- 
tle among the people and work in twos 
and threes. One man rifles the pockets of 
@ man or woman whose attention is dis- 
tracted in an effort to get in or our of the 
depot. When the valuable, a watch, pin or 
other article worn carelessly, is removed 
from the victim it is handed to a confed- 
erate and the crooks then get out of the 
crowd before the victim deteets his or her 
loss. 
“IT have all the available men under my 
direction in the crowds at the depot, but 
have not a sufficient number. My men can- 
not see the pickpockets getting in their 
work, the crowds are so thick, and when
